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THE ALBERTA EXHIBIT, 

The Bun.arin is in receipt of a letter from 
H. Douglas, of Calgary, who accompanied the 
exhibit of Alberta products to Toronto, in which 
he complains that the comments of the BULLE- 
TIN on the reports of that exhibit appearing in 
the Toronto Globe, Mail and Empire were 
“hardly fair” to him, He says: ‘I can assure 
you Edmonton got full credit for the splendid 
exhibit sent. In proof of the assertion that 
Hdmonton got fullcredit for the exhibit sent 
Mr, Douglas forwards a series of clippings from 
the Toronto papers giving their reports on the 
Alberta exhibits. What the BuLLeTin com- 
plained of was that Mr. Douglas in informing 
the papers as to the localities from which these 
exhibits came caused the inference to be drawn 
that they came froin the vicinity of Calgary, 
while, as a matter of fact, the bulk of the agri- 
cultural products and grasses came from the 
immediate vicinity of Edmonton, and that this 
was not giving the information which he was 
sent with the exhibit to give, which was to let 
as many people as possible know where the 
several exhibits grew and what sort of country 
they grew in; the only information that could 
be of any practical value to an intending set- 
tler or investor. Mr. Douglas concludes his 
letter as follows: ‘‘Manitoba also had a good 
exhibit there and they were altogether in the 
C, P. R. building, T have got all the notes which 
appeared in all the papers, and if Alberta has not 
got the lion’s share, [am no judge.” The ques- 
tion was not as to whether Alberta got more 
notices than Manitoba, but whether the notices 
given were clear and reliable and therefore 
valuable, or misleading and therefore injurious, 
The word Manitoba expresses a certain idea to 
the settler, so does the word Assiniboia and also 
the word Saskatchewan, for there is a certain 
sameness in the soil, climate, physical features 
and agricultural advantages of each. This is 
not the case with the word Alberta, which is 
applied to a section of the Territories the two 
extremes of which differ more widely in soil and 
agricultural advantages generally than any 
other two sections of the Territories and have 
only an approximate resemblance in climate or 
p'iysical features.

On the other hand, in almost every report, Ed- 
monton was specially mentioned as producing 
coal, or brick, or gold, or tobacco, while the 
inference was plainly to be drawn that the 
grain, grass and vegetables shown came from 
the vicinity of Calgary.

And whereas the amount of the existing debt of the 
Municipality, other than for current expenses, is $17,862, -

And whereas it is expedient to borrow the said sum of 
$10,000.00 by the issue of debentures, the principal where- 
of shall be sepeyame within gg bare fron. the date upon 
which this by-law shall take effect, and which shall bear 
interest in the meantime payable half yearly at the rate 
of six per cent per annum.
